Mci^ANUS:  If  the  entire  pamphlet  In 
English  —  I  wonder  If  I  may  inquire  now  If  It  has 
been  translated  Into  English.  I  would  like  to  get  a 
copy  of  It,  If  your  Honor  please. 

IR.  GOLUI^SKY:  Read  It? 

^®.  KAPLAN:  There  are  three  hundred  pages 
In  the  volume. 

LR.  McMANUS:  May  I  request  that  I  get
